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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that Gultekin teaches that "a 
limited number of values for a parameter (data rate) for future data transmission" is not "a limiting value" of a parameter. Therefore, 
Goldstein in view of Gultekin does not disclose or suggest "negotiating, with a second DSL modem, a limiting value of a first performance 
perameter" as recited in claim 2, and as well recited in claim 37. The examiner respecfully disagrees, the claimed subject matter of "a 
limiting value of a parameter" recited in claims 2 and 37 is broad, and the "limited number of values for dara rate parameter" taught by 
Gultekin is specific and narrow. Therfore, the limited number of values for data rate parameter is covered and in the scope of the limiting 
value of a parameter. For example, according to the invention of the instand application, one of the first and second parameters is transmit 
data rate. 
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
